Having been credibly informed in May last 
by a number of highly respectable individu-

Accordingly in 
this paper of May 18th last, we published the 
following editorial paragraph, 

“It gives us pleasure to be able to state, 
that Rev. Moses Farland of Montville, in 
this state, who has for many years been an 


highly approved and respectable minister of 


the Free-will Baptist connexion, bas recently 
been led to see and renounce the error of the 
doctrine of endless misery, and has embraced 
and now preaches the more christian senti- 
ment of universal salvation. His honesty 
aud christian character have never been, nor 
are they now, denied by any one.” 

After the publication of this item of reli- 
gious intelligence, months passed without 
our hearing anv thing from any quarter to 
contradict the above quoted statement; on 
the contrary, every person in that section of 
the state, with whom we conversed upon the 
sulject(—and within a few days after the ap- 
pearance of that notice, the Editor was him- 
self in Montville, and there had occasion to 
speak of it in company with many respecta- 
ble citizens—-) uniformly, and without reser- 
vation, confirmed the truth of what we had 
publicly stated. 

About the middle of October last, the Ed- 
itor found lying upon the counter of the 
book-store connected with our office, a small 
slip of paper, in manuscript, which appeared 


as if it-was intended for insertion in the In- | 


telligencer, though it was accompanied by 
no request, either written or verbal as we 
could learn, that it might appear in print. It 
was evidently not written by the person who 
signed it, as the hand writing of the note dif- 
fered materially from-that of the signature. 
The following, verbatim (but not literatim,) is 
all which was contained on the slip alluded 
to: 

* Whereas a statement has been made in 
the Christian Intelligencer, that I, Moses M’- 
Fariand, have renounced ‘the doctrine of fu- 
ture punishment after death—Therefire, this 
certifies Whom it concerns, that I deny the 
assertion.

On the supposition that the above was not 
a forgery, we confess we were not a little 
surprised and astonished at the statements 
therein made ;--surprised, because we could

Gloucester, (Mass.) Jan. 11, 1828. 

Br. Drew: Intelligence concerning the 
progress of truth can but be interesting to 
you, «nd your numerous readers. By the 
desire of a number of individuals, | was 
induced to visit the province of New- 
Brunswick, In the course of my Journey, 
I passed through several towns where the 
good tidings were never proclaimed. I 
spent a sabbath at Columbia, and was 
kindly received by a venerable brother 
whose name is Wass. A very respecta- 
ble audience attended meeting here, and 
by their dignified attention, appeared to 
‘take a deep interest in what was advan- 
ced. There are a number of believers in 
Machias, Jonesborough, and Cherryfield. 
Should any of our brethren in the minis- 
try be disposed to visit this section of the 
| country, they will be most cordially re- 
ceived and liberally compensated. From 
these places to the province is almost one 
continued scene of desolation. 

There are some pleasant towns on the 
St. Croix, among which Calais may be 
‘ranked as the principal. Its relative situ- 
/ation to Eastport is similar to that of Prov- 
‘idence to Newport. Calais 1s surely des- 
'tined to be a large town. The genius of 
\its inhabitants is favorable to religious in- 
| quiry. None appeared to be violent in 
|their prejudices against the truth. ‘This 
‘town is connected with St. Stevens on the 
| English side by two elegant bridges. In 
‘these places I met with a very flattering 
‘reception. They had previously been vis- 
ited by Br. Cobb whose labors were high- 
ly approved. Many of the most respecta- 
| ble and wealthy people io this vicinity are 
| decidedly opposed to the repugnant no- 
tions of Calvin and Arminius. They glad- 
ly received the whole truth and evinced 
their sincerity by their generosity. Their 
[treatment to me in particular is held in 
grateful remembrance. I am requested 
to procure a Gift for them, to whom a very 
liberal salary will be given. In various 
parts of New-Srunswick, capacious fields 
are open for the Jabors of the ministers of 
light. 

It may not be uninteresting to mention 
the manner in which the truth was first 
introduced into St. Stevens. A gentle- 
man by the name of Burton, whose triend- 
ship I highly prize, and whose memory I 
shall ever revere, established himself in 
this place about twenty years since. He 
adopted the principles of Universalism 
and his life has ever been a practical com- 
ment on his belief Being a person of af- 
fluence, he procured our most celebrated 
productions and periodicals, and gratuit- 
ously circulated them in the neighborhood.
